One najor stuabling block to the developaent of 
innovatire English teachers lies in the basic design of teacher 
education prograas. flost prospective teachers of English usually take 
no aore than one course vhich deals eiplicitly with the sethods of 
teaching English, while 80 to 85 percent of teacher preparation deals 
with content areas. The content-oriented classes are generally 
characterized by a lisited set of teaching strategies involving 
lecture, discussion, and recitation. Bethods instructors, when faced 
with the task of preparing prospective teachers in a variety of 
techniques and approaches, fall into the content trap by resorting to 
lectures. If the assusption that encountered sodels have the largest 
cuBttlative effect on shaping attitudes has any validity, the 
prospective teacher needs direct contact with teachers who use a 
variety of instructional strategies.
